Recent events have brought prominently to notice the inadequacy of the ex- 
isting law to deal with crimes committed by means of explosive substances. Thé 
Indian Explosives Act, 1884, was framed to prevent accidents rather than to — 
prevent crime and its provisions are clearly inadequate to meet the present ¢mer- 
gency. No sentence of imprisonment can be i ed under that Act andthe 
maximum penalty is only a fine of three thousand rupees. The Indian Arms 
‘Act, 1878, though it applies to the possession of explosives as well as 

-arms, is also inadequate in respect both of the penalties it allows and the scope — 
of its provisions for dealing pone with preparations to manufacture bombs 
‘and other explosives. The Penal Code provides forthe punishment of persons 
. who cause hurt or mischief by means of explosive substances and it also deals — 
_* with attempts to cause hurt or mischief byt only when any act towards the
